country. This 


B an old story and as silly as it is old. 
?he protectionist did not appeal to the 
naniifuoturer when ho put a duty on 
in plate. There wero no tin plate man- 
ifacturcrs to appeal to when the Mc- 
tinlcy bill was passed. This is true of 
very industry that has been started in 
the lust 30 years by a protective tarill. 
.'he protectionist creates a condition to 
nvitc tho building up of un industry, 
fho manufucturcr who eoes tho con- 
lition and invests his capital in the en- 
orprise under tho condition comes after- 
vurd. 


But when tho manufactories have been 


built up, and begin to prosper and em- 
iloy labor at good wages, it would not 
IK at all strango if the larger per cent, of 
.hem favored the party ihut stands for 
irotection in the campaigns, rather than 
support a party opposed to the building 


of American industries and in favor 
tearing down the conditions under 


which the factories were started and are 
un. Not every man in this country can 
10 expected to vote against his own in- 
crestH to satisfy a lean and scrawny 
larty prejudice.

'ree-traders. In support of this allega- 
ion it is only necessary to point to the 
speech Grovcr Cleveland mudo April 2, 
.80'2, to tho manufacturers at Providence, 
S. 1., in which ho said: 


Tho manufacturer who sees in free 


'aw materials a reduced cost of hia pro- 
.lucts, resulting in an increased con- 
sumption und an extension of his mar- 
kets, and a constant activity and return 
'or his invested capital, can hardly trust 
;hc'party who tirst resisted any reform 
:n tho tariff, then juggled with it, and 
,ast flatly refused him tho relief ho still 
needs. 


In this Grovcr Cleveland makes a 


square bid for tho vote and influence of 
;ho manufacturer—a thing no protec- 
tionist ever did. In fact Grovor tells 
iiim that tho protectionists havo .flatly 
refused him tho relief ho ought to have. 


The offer of free raw material, the 


bait which is to catch tho manufacturer, 
is a direct fraud upon tho consumer. 
Tako free coal as an example: Tho mills 
of Fall River, according 
to Colonel 


Lamb's statistics, produced 602,850,000 
yards of finished material by a cons^imp- 
tion of 177,300 tons of coal under .a, 75 
cent duty oh coal. If tho tariff is a tax, 
and this duty wero removed, tho cost of 
production would be lessoned by twenty- 
two ono thousandth part of one cent per 
yard, This would not cheapen u yard of 
the* product to tho consumer, but it 
would rob tho American coal producer 
of 3132,905 and put it., into the pockets 
:)f the Fall River manufacturers. Free 
raw materials would produce tho same 
results as to any other manufacture, 
which allows tho dishonesty of the bid 
of the free-trader for tho political influ- 
ence of tho manufacturer.

The Mills bill was a 
evenue measure, distinctly and unre- 
iervcdly. It contained no income tax 
provisions, no sop to socialism, no un- 
lemocratice and unpopular taxation. 


Tho Wilson bill, with the income tax, 


ind the Mills bill, without the income 
:ux, arc two very different 
measures. 


Senator Hill is not inconsistent when he 
jpposes tho ono .ind supports the other. 
But we do not understand thut Senator 
-lill'e opposition extends to the whole of 
ho Wilson bill. If £ho income Uix were 
stricken out of it, Senator Hill's objcc- 
iou to it would be confined to its de- 
ricicncies us a revenue measure and its 
idmittod defects of detail. 


Great injustice is done Senator Hill by 


nisrepreseuting him us a foe to tariff rc- 
:orm. He is not un cnumy'of that re- 
form, but of the Populist rider tci the 
Wilson bill. 


SENATOR VOORHIEES is very much por-

Uncle Sam's Improved Syste.ni 


Win Go Into Effect July 1. 


There will be .-for sale at the postofficc 


July 1 a new money order by which 
large and small sums can be trans- 
mitted by letter with safety and at 
rates much, less than the present. Or- 
ders for 82,30 or less can be had for 3 
cents, and orders for larger amounts up 
to 5100 ut rates grading up to 30 cents. 
The schedule of fees for tho new money 
orders has been reduced to the basis 
now charged by the various express 
companies for transmitting money, and 
will be. as follows: For $'2.50 or less 3 
cents; S2.50 to So, 5 cents; ?f> to S10, 8 
cents; S10 to S'20, 10 cants: SlO to S30. 12 
cents; ?30 to 810, 15 cents; S40 to 850, IS 
cents; S50 to 800, 20 cents; $60 to S75, '.15 
cents; S75 to SlOO, SO cents.

now money order, on the other hand, 
by a system of coupons serving as an ef- 
fective check both upon purchaser and 
postmaster, is apt to prove a satisfac- 
tory solution of the long-mooted prob- 
lem of reissuing fractional currency for 
conveniences in mail purchases.
